PARIS, Jan. 16.—Marshal Ferdin­ 
and Foch was no better nor w'as he 
any worse today after a fairly rest­ 
ful night. 
‘Tt is going to be a long fight,” 
Dr. Davenleres said when he left 
the marshal’s bedside this morning 
after a visit of an hour and a halt 
Dr. Heitz-Boyer was also present 
having spent 
the 
night in 
the 
strick en soldier’s home. 
Dr. Davenieres added that his pa­ 
tient was tak ing nourishment reg­ 
ularly and willingly but that his 
diet necessarily was a very light 
one. 
No one except the marshal’s wife 
and two daughters will be permit­ 
ted to see him. 
Their visits will 
only be for short Intervals. 
Marshal Foch remains in good 
spirits. He usually has a Jok e or 
pleasantry ready for his doctors. 
”I told him today of the arrival 
of several messages dt sympathy 
and good wishes from America,” 
Dr. Davenieres said. “The marshal 
was deeply touched.” 
Not only are the soldier’s spirits 
strong but his constitution is stand­ 
ing up well, the physicians said. It 
was felt that the struggle to re­ 
gain the health 
enjoyed a

week s ago must in the circum­ 
stances be a long and difficult one.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.. Jan. 16. 
Bus license fees for motor car­ 
riers operating on Missouri high­ 
ways would be more than doubled 
by the provision of a bill intro­ 
duced in the state senate body by 
Senator Lon S. Haymes, of Spring­ 
field. 
Twenty-eight measures were 
Introduced in the first day for pre­ 
sentation of new bills in the upper 
house. 
Senator Haymes’ bus increase bill 
would fix the schedule as follows: 
For busses carrying seven pas­ 
sengers an less, increase from $ 40 
to $ 80. 
For busses carrying 7 to 12 pas­ 
sengers, increase from $ 90 to $ 200. 
For busses carrying 12 to 18 pas 
sengers, increase from $ 140 to $ 300. 
For busses carrying 18 to 24 pas­ 
sengers, increase from $ 180 to $ 480. 
From 24 passengers to 30, the in­ 
crease is from $ 230 to $ 600 
A new provision to include all 
busses carrying more than thirty 
passengers 
fixed 
the 
license 
at 
$ 750. 
Another bill Introduced by Sen­ 
ator Michael Kinney of St. Louis, 
would empower steam railroad to 
carry passengers and freight 
by 
motor bus or airplane. 
Two measures wre introduced by 
Senator Manvell Davis of Kansas 
City 
for regulation of airplanes 
operating in the gtate. 
The mea­ 
sures follow the ui^orm aeronautics 
acts of about a dozen other states, 
the senator said, and mak es pro­ 
visions for application of the fed 
eral regulations In Missouri 
Licensing of Aircraft in this state 
would be placqB in the control of 
the automobile registration bureau 
of the secritary of state’s office. 
Fees of $ 50 for examinatl m of the 
pilot. $ 50 for examination of the air­ 
plane and $ 25 for issuance of a li­ 
cense certiclfate are provided. The 
bill would not impose the regula­ 
tions on commercial airplanes oper­ 
ating under interstate 
commerce 
regulations nor on public-owmed air­ 
crafts. 
Senator McCawIey also presented 
the enabling act necessary for mak ­ 
ing effective the $ 75,000,000 road 
bond issue, and the measure to 
mak e it possible for the state fund 
commission to sell the bonds. 
Senator Manvell Davis presented 
the measure for a state police force 
proposed by Attorney General Strat­ 
ton Shartel. It provides for twenty 
state policemen at $ 2,500 annually, 
and a superintendent, appointed by 
the governor, at $ 5,000 annually. 
One of the features would be use 
of the state radio station WOS as 
a part of the state police system. 
Crimina l Jus tic e Bills . 
Included in the bills were eleven 
measures sponsored by the Mis­ 
souri Association for Criminal Jus­ 
tice, presented by Senator Haymes 
of Springfield. 
In this group was 
the measure for an electric chair at 
the state prison here for electrocu­ 
tion of all 
persons 
sentenced to 
death. 
This measure, passed in 
1927 and vetoed by Governor Bak er, 
was presented in the house yester­ 
day. 
Another would stop paroles 
and probations to all persons con­ 
victed of a felony while armed 
with a deadly weapon. 
The others 
were for minor changes in the crim­ 
inal laws. 
Another bfll introduced by Sena­ 
tor Haymes would change the term 
of office of prosecuting attorneys 
from two to four years. 
Two new circuit judges for St. 
Louis county would be created by 
an act sponsored by Senator Rich­ 
ard F. Ralph of Valley Park . 
A measure to repeal state bever­ 
age inspection laws, now adminis­ 
tered by the food and drug depart- 
menL was Introduced by Senator S. 
M. Snodgrass of Eldorado Springs. 
He said the beverage Inspection 
now was “a farce, pure and simple.”

Governor Henry S. Caulfield to- 
day ask ed the Missouri state senate 
for the return of the recess appoint­ 
ments submitted by Governor Bak ­ 
er shortly before the expiration of 
his term. The list was submitted to 
the senate for confirmation at the 
opening of the present session. 
The request of the new governor 
is the usual procedure at the open­ 
ing of a new administration, and 
is designed to give Governor Caul­ 
field an opportunity to pass upon 
the appointments before the senate 
confirms them. 
Some of the appointments may 
not be resubmitted as the incoming 
governor usually has other men 
whom he wishes to name in place 
of those chosen by his predecessors.

TEGUCIGALPA, 
Honduras, Jan. 
16.—Withdrawal of American ma­ 
rines from Nicaragua is the condi­ 
tion upon which General Augustino 
Sandino, Nicaraguan rebel leader, is 
willing to lay down bis arms. Let­ 
ters written by General Sandino 
stating this and that he will not 
deal with the United States were 
made public by the newspaper El 
Sol, whose editors announced that 
the authenticity of the documents 
was beyond question. 
One letter is an answer to Rear 
Admiral David Sellers, U. S. M., 
commanding 
the 
special 
service 
squadron in Central American wa­ 
ters, and to Brigadier General Lo­ 
gan Feland, U. S. M. C., command­ 
ing the marines in Nicaragua. 
It 
reads: 
“Patriotism compelled me to re­ 
pel force by force and I must abso­ 
lutely reject any Interference by 
your government in the internal af­ 
fairs of our country and demon­ 
strate that the sovereignty of a 
people cannot be discussed but only 
defended by arms in my hand. 
“It is In this sense that 1 say 
that I could enter into a settlement 
for peace only with Moncada in 
spite of the fact that he became a 
traitor to the liberal party, which 
error he can correct by means of a 
compromise to be concluded with 
the Nicaraguan people and the lib­ 
eral party by respecting the terms 
which he shall propose at the prop­ 
er opportunity. 
‘‘To arrive at an effective peace 
settlement, we propose as the first 
condition that it is indispensable 
that the American forces withdrawn 
from our country. This accomplish­ 
ed, your forces should vacate the 
four northern departments of Se­ 
govia, Jinotega, Esteli and Mata- 
calpa. 
The Nicaraguan civil and 
army authorities may remain but 
without any American officers or 
soldiers. 
“In your reply please tell us the 
date when these departments will 
be evacuated and designate the day 
for the opening of the conferences. 
“Without these conditions there 
cannot be peace and although you 
say that a continuation of my arm­ 
ed resistance serves no purpose, my 
resistance alone will bring the bene­ 
fits to which you allude.” 
The letter was signed ‘‘A. C. San­ 
dino,” and dated El Chipote, Janu­ 
ary 1. 
(El Chipote 
is 
the 
mountain 
stronghold which Sandino occupied 
in northern Nicaragua but which 
American marine brigade headquar­ 
ters have announced to be in their 
possession, reporting that Sandino 
was routed from there last January. 
Sandino sent copies of this letter 
to President Moncada.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—^Almost 
half a billion dollars will be ex­ 
pended by the United States next 
year in tak ing care of the problems 
of the world war veterans and in 
the administration of the various 
functions of the veterans bureau. 
An appropriation bill reported to 
the house today to provide funds 
for various independent government 
activities included an item of $ 499,- 
975,000 for the bureau. 
This money will be divided so 
that $ 191,450,000 will be for military 
and naval compensation; $ 115,250,-. 
000 for insurance; $ 112,000,000 for 
the 
adjusted 
compensation, 
or 
bonus fund; $ 43,500,000 for salaries 
and bureau 
expenses; 
$ 31,650,000 
for medical and hospital services 
and $ 6,000,000 for hospitals. 
The total amount carried in the 
bill was $ 541,314,144, or $ 13,000,- 
000 more than was supplied for the 
current year. The increase was lar­ 
gely in the annual allotment for 
military and naval insurance and 
hospital facilities. 
The $ 6,000,000 hospital appropria- 
ti(m was designed to carry to com­ 
pletion the hospital building pro­ 
gram now authorized. 
Ten of the 
hospitals will be completed and 
ready for use during this year, as 
follows: 
Alexandria, La., new hospital of 
400 beds; Tucson, Arizona, recrea­ 
tion building 
and 
quarters* Bed­ 
ford, Mass., 430 additional ’beds; 
Walla Walla, W%sh., new infirmary 
building; Maywood, 111., 430 beds to 
be added by erecting quarters for 
personnel now housed in hospital 
buildings; Oteen, N. C,, 200 replace­ 
ment beds; St. Cloud, Minn., 100 
additional beds; Chillicothe, Ohio, 
130 additional beds; North Little 
Rijck , Ark ., 130 additional beds. 
Fourteen other hospitals or hos­ 
pital buildings are expected to be 
ready for use at various times dur­ 
ing 1930.

FEARED LOST AS 
STEAMER SANK 


Chinese Vessel Struck A 
Ro ck o ff Wag lan—Few 
Surriv o rs licked Up

HONGKONG, Jan. 16.—More than 
300 lives apparently were lost to­ 
day in the sink ing of the Chinese 
steamer Hsinwah. 
The vessel sank a few minutes 
after strik ing a rock off Waglan. 
Only 23 survivors were k nown to 
have been pick ed up. One survivor 
said that the vessel carried 
300 
Chinese passengers and the most 
of crew down with her. 
The survivor 
said 
the 
vessel, 
which is owned by the Chinese Mer­ 
chants 
Navigation Company, 
left 
Swatow yesterday at noon and en­ 
countered heavy seas and a strong 
wind. At 3:40 a. m today the ship 
struck a rock and filled rapidly 
with water 
It was believed that only one life 
boat was launched. In this were a 
boatswain, fifteen members of the 
crew and four passengers. 
The lifeboat tossed about on the 
heavy seas for about an hour aSl 
was sighted by a junk just as the 
Hsinwah heeled over and sank . 
The junk pick ed up Chief Oificer 
Jacobsen and 
two 
Chinese. 
All 
wore life belts but were so numbed 
by cold that they were unable to 
grasp ropes thrown to them. The 
fishermen jumped into the water 
and lifted them aboard the junk . 
Search for other survivors was 
being continued this afternoon. 
The Hsinwah was af 1940 tons. 
The ship was commanded by Cap­ 
tain Jensen. The chief and second 
engineers were British 
and 
the 
other officers were either Russian 
or Chinese.

LAWS 
The World Conference on Narcotics 
Education,” say s the Portland Oregonian, 
“ insists on a twentieth amendment to the 
Federal Constitution as a means of com­ 
batting the ev il it is organized to suppress. 
It does not appear, howev er, that passage 
of a federal amendment would greatly 
facilitate detection 
of 
higher-ups 
w^ho 
could now be heav ily punished if conv ict­ 
ed. 
The problem is not constitutional but 
administrativ e. 
The federal gov ernment 
and states, operating under present laws, 
can handle the situation, prov ided they 
will arise to its grav ity , as well as they 
could if an amendment were passed.” 
The drug habit is abhorrent to all nor­ 
mally minded persons but, as the Oregon­ 
ian say s, an amendment to the constitu­ 
tion on top of our present drastic legisla­

been secured, would, in the opinion of 
persons ex perienced in criminal matters, 
he the best remedy for crime.
